What a Christian Lady is Attempt-

The chil- 
dren were placed in the Catholic Orphan 
Asylum and were afterward taken out by 
a Mrs. Sullivan, who agreed to give them 
a proper bringing up, and gave a bond for 
their support. Time passed on and Mrs. 
Sullivan’s husband died and then the boys 
were allowed to run the streets, and Mrs. 
Sullivan breaking up her home the boys 
were thrown entirely upon their own re- 
sources, and they have for seme time 
been shifting for themselves, stealing and 
begging. Mrs. Sullivan is sick with con- 
sumption and is now in the Hospital, and 
the boys, by reason of their vicious habits, 
are denied admission to any respectable 
family or institution. Mrs. Watson took 
the magter in hand a week or so ago and 
found a place for the older one on a ranch 
in San Bernardino county, entirely away 
from his old associations, and procured 
admission for the younger one to the 
Catholic Orphan Asylum at Watsonville. 
She sent the older boy to his destination, 
but he ran away during the first week and 
returned. In the case of the younger 
one, they made every arrangement for 
him, rigged him out with clothing and 
shoes, procured a ticket and then en- 
trusted the details to one of the Catholic 
Fathers. He started the boy to the train 
in charge of some one else, and the boy 
slipped away and disappeared before the 
train left. However her first efforts have 
proved futile, it is something to know 
that there is some one who is at least 
making an effort to provide for these boys, 
who have become thoroughly bad and 
their influence is contaminating and mak- 
ing other boys as bad as themselves.
